We feel obliged to say 
that in so doing they lave not fulfilled 
the duty requested of them, and have 
disappointed the public. In suggesting 
to the Taotai the reference of the 
effect of the now bunding on the river, 
we believe the intention of tho body of 
Consuls was to obtain evidence from 
experts ofall opinions upon the subject, 
and thon that the Committee should 
make a fall and exhaustive report of 
their testimony, adding an expression 
of their own opinion, and auch recom. 
mendations as they enw “fit to offer. 
It is kuown that the Committee met. 
once for a very short time, and arrived 
at a conclusion whioh has all the 
appearance of having been cut and 
dried by some one beforehand. No 
evidence, special or otherwise, appears 
to bave been taken by them. ‘The 
minate says that after some discussion 
the Committee arrived at the conclusi

He admitted that ho -had no document 
authorising him to buy goods for Captain 
Cater, aud no positive instructions from 
him, but he had frequently bought goods 
in this way for Captain Cater. before, 
in Hongkong, and Captain: Cater ' had 
always paid for them.’

Now that Admiral Willes has loft Chiu 
we should have been glad to have 
allowed his official condact last summer 
to have been forgotten, But there are

Before Nanking become the sent of 
empire abont sixteen hundred years 
ago, the activity of this region in the 
use of river-boats and sea-going jauks 
had begun. The Wa kingdom, with 
its capital near the present Soochow, 
was powerfal enough to be able in B.C, 
486, when Confucius was an old man, 
to send a fleet with troops trained to 
juuk life to invade the sister state of 
‘sti in Northern Shantang. The troops 
would be conveyed up the Hani River 
or partly lauded possibly in the bay of 
Chiad-chon a port on the south side 
of the Shantang Promontory, from 
which communication was easy into 
the Ts‘ kingdom, which stretched 
from the mountain Tai Shan on the 
south to the Yellow River in the 
north, At that time Chinese coloniza. 
tion in the regions round the T’ai Hu 
and especially on the north-enst had 
assumed @ very prospe aspeot, 
The city of Soochow had already beon 
founded ten or twenty years before, 
and was the capital of the Wa king- 
dom, bat was known two thonsand 
ago in the period of which we 
aro speaking as the city of Ho-li PAPE, 
the name of one of the Kings.

resolved to nse a navy and with it 
effect the conquest of Corea, history is 
no longer mate. 

Naval expeditions are not previously 
mentioned in ancient Chinese history. 
Large trading janke may well have 
existed before, for Wa was an old State, 
and was among the baroui 
time of the Shang dynasty, although 
in connection with Chou; and it was 
not Uill the days of the fifth barou# 
that the transfer of the Empire to the 
Chou dynasty was effected. We oan 
trnce back the Wa kingdom in this 
way to a time seven centuries anterior 
to tho first of th 1! expedition 
but nothing is said of a uavy. Porhaps 
it is best to suppose that the preceding 
seven conturies were necessary for the 
growth of the Chiuese colouies and the 
consolidation of the power of their 
rulers.

Just then 
a man from ‘Taotai’s yaméu came to 
the cause of my delay, and on being tld 
he went back, and the matter was soon 
settled by the arrival of 1 Yau, a 
native of Kueichow, and ‘Tun; 
Brigadier-General of the few bat 
braves stationed in these paris. 
eral did not tell me that he had been sent 
or asked to come and see me Ly the Tao- 
tai, but E could see plainly that it was so, 
and Ltold him all 1 kuew of the m: 
‘The General thon went off to the ‘Txo-t‘ai, 

nd half-an-hour afterwards everything 
was settled ; but it was too late for me to 
start, so I am thus delayed another day, 
and I shall have to step out to-morrow to 
accomplish the 110 & between this and 
Mien Heien. 

January 30th.—We are off at last. Tho 
innkeepers wife aud her attendants got up 
early this morning to prepare us a good 
bowl of macearoni, an early breakfast which 
we all appreciated. We went out by the 
West Gate, then through the suburb, 
crossed a stream on stone bridge, and 













































entered the open country, although we 





continued to pass many houses and small 
hamlets, forming a sort of tail or straggling 
suburb to the city. In tho regular suburb 
sed the execution ground, where 
thousands of heads have been 
severed from so many bodies at different 
times during the past twenty centuries, 
Yesterday two unfortunate robbers, caught 
at Mien Hsien, were decapitated, Fields of 
various kinds of vegetables and young corn 
beautify the plain just now, and various 
kinds of trees are in full leaf, as if it was 
spring or summer. 

We crossed 
irrigation 
bridges, passed several towns and villages in 
various parts of this fine plain, suw th 
rise with magnificent grandeur and beautiful 
effect on the snow-covered mountains, and 
at 8 o'clock forded the Wu-kiaug, or Heh- 
Jung-kiang River, which we followed from 
its source to Pao-cheng Hsien, fording it 
there. It is seventy yards wide where we 
forded it, and from eighteen inches to thirty 
deep. ‘The water flows slowly and clearly 
south, over a bed of pebbles aud boulders, 
Wo passed through the market town called 
Chang-chai, crowded with market folks, 
busily engaged disposing of farm produce, 
or buying other domestic necessaries for 
the New’ Year. A great number of dead 
pigs are going to market, ‘They appear 
to be siuoked whole; some vf them 
too heavy for a man to carry; they have 
the head cut off. We afterwards passed 
through Ki-chai, a small town, in which 
the roads from Pao-cheng Hsien and 
Han-chung Fu meet, ‘Tho road was again 
over a gravel or sandy plain, and walking 
was not easy, At 10 o'clock wo reached 
tho large market town called Haien-kai-tze, 
where we halted for breakfast, having 
travelled 48 li, which is, however, reckoned 
60 li here, ‘the place, though large, has 
d to put up 
is at a place where pack horses gen~ 
erally put up, and we did the best we could 
by occupying a table at a tea-shop, whore 
my writing attracted yreat numbers of the 
market people from their work ; but though 
they swarmed about they were really very 
quivt and civil, and did not even press 
around too close to me to ave the marvellous 
pen that writes without ink—an agate style. 

‘There are over two hundred families 
living in this town, but there must have 
4,000 oF 5,000 persons in the 
lay. ‘Lhe consequence was that 
rer, being unable to find me, 
loft us behind, pressing forward thinking £ 
had thought the place too much crowded 
tw stay. ‘Tho men with me fortunately had 
a Jittle cash with them to defray the stable 
bill, whilst for ourselves we had to make 
shirt with a cake each, and tea, Could do 
very well without more food, but the men 
wore hungry, aud had to endure it as best 
they could.”

‘The promoters cannot be accused of try- 
ing to mislead the public by promising 
largo dividends, but they might have 
appeared with a achemo more likely to 
atiract investors, ‘hey might first have 
secured the promise of support from con- 
sumers for this year in the event of the 
Company being carried on, and it is only 
reasonable to expect thatthe communit 
would respond to a widely circulated »ppeal. 
Phey would have then w certain income 
tocaleulate upon. If after this autficient 
investors could not be found, they might 
try aud buy tho old machine cheaper aud 
might also got a certain amount of assist- 
ance from a bauker—the first profite of the 
Company to be employed in liquidating 
their debt to . ‘Lhe advantage of thi 
Jattor course would be that they would 
have less capital on which to pay a divistend 
in future years, some of which may be 
Jess favourable to them than the present 
one is likely to be, and thus, by being able 
to produce cheap ice, they will have a fair 
prospect of becoming a permanent and 
paying institution iu the place.
